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Officer Jimmy “Leebo” Duke makes his final stop at Elba PD

Elba Police Officer 
Jimmy Lee “Leebo” Duke 
made his final stop at the 
Elba Police Department 
Monday, June 10, as a 
hearse from a funeral home 
in Greeville, Alabama car- 
rying the officer’s body 
stopped in front of the po- 
lice station for several mi- 
nutes. 

This was part of a 
planned escort for Duke, led 
by Elba Police, from Do- 
than, Alabama to his home- 
town of Greenville. He had 
died Sunday, June 9, at a 
Dothan hospital following a 
lengthy illness. 

Monday’s escort included 
officers from the Elba Po- 
lice Department, New 
Brockton Police, Coffee 
County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment, and more, as well as, 
first responders from Elba, 
Kinston, and New Brock- 
ton. 

Officer Duke began 
working with the Elba Po- 
lice Department in Sep- 
tember 2011 and was still a 
member of the department 
at the time of his death last 
weekend. He also began 
serving as police chief for 


the Town of New Brockton 
in April 2018. 

His law enforcement ca- 
reer of over 25 years also in- 
cluded service —-with 
Greenville and Fort De- 
posit. 

Many of the city of Elba 
employees, friends, and 
other citizens were in down- 
town Elba Monday morning 
when the escort carrying 
Officer Duke made its stop 
in front of the police depart- 
ment. Several in attendance 
said he was a good man and 
officer and they simply 
wanted to show respect to 
him and his fellow officers. 

Elba Mayor Mickey Mur- 
dock released the following 
statement upon learning of 
Officer’s Duke’s passing on 
Sunday evening, “I would 
like to extend my deepest 
condolences to the Duke 
Family in the passing of our 
Officer Jimmy Duke. Of- 
ficer Duke served the cit- 
izens of Elba from 
September 2011 -— June 
2019. His presence will be 
missed in our City, espe- 
cially at the Elba Police De- 
partment.” 

Astatement from the Elba 
Fire Department said the

For New Brockton and Kinston 
Coffee County EMA announces 
testing of new dispatch procedures 


Coffee County Emer- 
gency Management Agency 
in coordination with Elba 
Police Department and Cof- 
fee County Sherriff’s office 
is testing new dispatch 
procedures for the towns of 
New Brockton and Kinston. 

“We have unprecedented 
cooperation between all our 
first responders in Coffee 
County and all participants 
were immediately onboard 
for this new officer safety 
initiative,’ said Coffee 
County EMA director James 
Brown. “Police from New 
Brockton and Kinston will 
now be dispatched through 
Elba Police Department dis- 
patch center. We are asking 
citizens in these towns to 
understand that if they call 
their police departments it 
will be picked up by an Elba 
dispatcher for sending a re- 
sponding officer.” 

Before this initiative, 
these police departments 
were “self-dispatched, ac- 
cording to Brown. 

“The problem was they

had nobody to monitor 
them, if they got into trouble 
and weren’t able to radio 
their location then other re- 
sponders wouldn’t know 
where they were in order to 
provide assistance,” he said. 

With having Elba dis- 
patch receive and monitor 
all calls to these police de- 
partments these officers 
now have someone monitor- 
ing their response calls. 
Elba dispatch is able to 
complete security checks, 
track officer location, and 
ensure their safety. 

With superior assistance 
from the Elba Police De- 
partment and the Coffee 
County Sheriff’s office 
these police officers also are 
now provided with dis- 
patching on a common radio 
frequency that is monitored 
by Elba PD and Sherriff 
Deputies providing even 
further officer safety and 
backup.

The Elba City School 
Board met in special session 
last Tuesday evening. June 
4. 

The first order of business 
was the seating of newly ap- 
pointed board member 
Kristy Astemborski. She re- 
places Doris Matthews who 
served several terms on the 
local school board. 

From that, the meeting 
moved quickly into a ‘status 
of the schools’ update from 
Superintendent Chris Mose- 
ley. 

Moseley reported attend- 
ing several meetings re- 
cently from which he 
gathered valuable infor- 
mation of current education 
happens and ideas that 
would be handy for the Elba 
schools. He also noted the 


recent cheerleader ‘Cheer’ 
camp was a great experi- 
ence for the students who 
participated. 

Moseley said summer 
school would be from 7:30 
until 11 am., Monday 
through Thursday. 

He then updated the 
board members on the pro- 
gress of the TJ Memorial 
Playground to be installed 
at the elementary school. He 
explained some of the exist- 
ing playground equipment 
would be recycled, some 
would be salvaged and all 
new equipment would be 
installed at the elementary 
school. 

Moseley said some of the 
existing playground equip- 
ment might be moved near 
the high school softball 
and/or baseball field. 

Mark and Leigh Wicker, 


mom and stepdad of the late 
TJ Northey, are working 
with the school system on 
selecting and installing the 
new equipment. 

The Wickers told board 
members the money is in 
place for the entire play- 
ground. Moseley added that 
not many schools have the

An appointed state school board amendment wi 
on an upcoming ballot in Alabama, replacing the pres- 
ent elected board members. There are pros and cons 
for this change. Granted, the elected board presently 
in place has made some mistakes in recent years, but 
the same can be said for appointed boards in any field, 
including education. We recall a ‘coffee shop’ discus- 
sion of several years ago when some of our peers were 
advocating for an elected local board of education be- 
cause of some decision by the appointed board 
members that they didn’t like.

Roby says help on 
way for farmers...

As those of us who live 
and work in the Second Dis- 
trict remember well, last 
year on October 10th, Hurri- 
cane Michael made landfall 
and ravaged areas of Ala- 
bama, Florida, and Georgia. 
This storm was the third 
most powerful hurricane to 
ever descend upon the 
United States mainland. The 
destruction left in its wake 
was devastating, and many 
people are still trying des- 
perately to recover. 

After eight long months, I 
am glad to finally report that 
Congress approved and the 
President signed into law 
HR. 2157, the Additional 
Supplemental Appropria- 
tions for Disaster Relief Act, 
which includes more than $3 
billion for agriculture dis- 
aster relief. 

Now that the bill has been 
passed by Congress and 
signed by the President, the 
U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture (USDA) will begin im- 
plementing the law and its 
programs. Farmers will have 
to sign up for relief assis- 
tance through USDA, and 
more information about 
USDA disaster assistance 
programs is available online 
at www.fsa.usda.gov/pro- 
grams-and-services/disaster- 
assistance-program/. Next in 
the process, USDA will de- 
termine who receives these 
disaster assistance funds. 
Once these decisions are 
made, USDA will begin the 
process of distributing these 
dollars.

People are hurting; some because of losing a loved one 
or maybe having received bad news about their own health. 
Perhaps there has been some other sort of catastrophe in 
life. Regardless of the reason, as human beings, we hurt! 

People deal with grief in different ways. God did not 
clone us all the same, so we will not react the same when 
Old Man Trouble shows up. Maybe you know someone 
who is suffering and you want to help but just don’t know 
what to do. 

You might be afraid of saying or doing the wrong thing. 
There are many issues facing us today in the world. We 
only need look around at the degradation of morality, the 
lack of ethics, and just pure evil. 

In this article I will share with you some ideas to help 
cope with hurting and loss. We will begin with some rel- 
evant Scripture. We are told in Psalm 23:4 “Yea though I

comfort me.” We are also reminded in Psalm 48:14 “For 

this is God, our God forever and ever; He will be our guide, 

even to death.” Another comforting Scripture comes from 

Paul’s letter to the Romans in 8: 38-39 “For I. am persuaded 
; ither death life | incipaliti 


Vi . 

These are some very comforting words from our Lord, 
and if relied upon with unwavering faith, would carry us 
through our toughest times of grief. There is a process for 
healing, just as with any other process. Remember when 
you accepted Jesus as your Lord and Savior? At that mo- 
ment you were justified, but does that mean the process is 
complete? By no means! 

We should constantly grow in our spiritual maturity and 
are compelled to do so because of our love for the Lord, and 
more importantly, His love for us. Do we think that to be a 
teacher, physician or any other profession, we just wake up 
one day and say; okay, I’m a doctor and that makes it so? 
How silly; it takes preparation, hard work, and dedication 
to become proficient in a profession. Dealing with loss, 
trouble or grief, is really no different, in that it is a process. 
There are so many different theories on how to deal with 
grief and sadness that it’s easy to get turned in the wrong 
direction. Some will tell you, “be tough, you can do it” or 
“crying isn’t going to do you any good”, or one of the most 
absurd comments of all, “I know how you feel”. Now think 
for a minute, does anyone truly know how another person 
feels? Even if you have experienced the same trials, you 
still don’t know how that person feels. We have different 
feelings and emotions and we handle things differently. So, 
the answer is no; you do not know how another person feels, 
so why tell them you do? 

Dr, Elisabeth Kubler-Ross wrote Death and Dying in 
1969 which describes five stages of grief. Now, if you're 
not familiar with Dr. Ross, she is considered the founder of 
the modern hospice program. This program is instrumental 
in helping not only the person at the end of life, but the fam- 
ilies as well. Dr. Kubler-Ross explains the grief steps as 
Denial, Anger, Bargaining, Depression and Acceptance. 
Please keep in mind, these five stages of grief are a model 
and were never intended to be absolute. We don’t know 
how much time a person will need to go through each stage 
or even if they will go through them in the same order as 
listed. I do believe, however, that we will go through each

Prevention is key to safeguard against 
tick and mosquito-borne diseases 


Summer months mean 
more time spent outdoors 
and fun in the sun for the 
entire family, but warmer 
months also bring 
unwanted visitors — ticks 
and mosquitoes. While 
most people think of ticks 
and mosquitoes as being 
only a nuisance, they can 
also transmit diseases, 
many of which can be 
extremely dangerous. 

“Ticks and mosquitoes 
can transmit viruses and 
bacteria when they bite, 
causing illnesses that range 
from mild to severe or even 
fatal,” says Public Health 
Entomologist | Savannah 
Duke. 

West Nile virus, Eastern 
equine encephalitis and 
Zika virus are diseases that 
mosquitoes can carry while 
Lyme disease and Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever are 


tickborne diseases that pose 
a threat to Alabama 
residents. 


According to State Public 
Health Veterinarian Dr. Dee 
Jones, “The best way to 
avoid getting a disease 
from a tick or mosquito is 
to reduce the risk of being 
bitten.” The Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health (ADPH) and the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention offer the 
fSocdk own 
recommendations for 
preventing tick and 
mosquito bites: 

* Use insect repellents 
with ingredients registered 
by the Environmental 
Protection Agency such as 
DEET, Picaridin and oil of 
lemon eucalyptus. 

° Always follow 
instructions when applying 
insect repellent to children 
and do not use repellents on 
babies younger than 2 
months or oil of lemon 


eucalyptus on children 
under 3 years old. 
* Wear long-sleeved 


shirts and long pants and 
use permethrin to treat 
clothing and gear. 

* Make sure window 
screens are in good repair 
to reduce the chance of 
mosquitoes indoors. 

* Conduct a _ yard 
inspection and tip or toss 
anything that holds water to 
reduce mosquito breeding 
habitats. Fill holes and 
depressions in your yard 
where water tends to collect 
and repair leaky pipes and 
faucets. 

* Walk in the center of 
trails and conduct a tick 


check upon returning 
indoors.

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A buddy of mine recently 
returned from vacation to 
discover what many land- 
owners have been dealing 
with for the past couple of 
decades. 

“Hogs tore up my place 
while we were gone,” the 
message read. 

Now my friend has 
another tool that he can use 
to help minimize the impact 
of the scourge known as 
feral hogs. 

The Alabama Legislature 
recently passed legislation 
that allows hunters on pri- 
vately owned or leased land 
to purchase a bait privilege 
license that makes it legal to 
hunt feral pigs (year-round 
during daylight hours only) 
and white-tailed deer (dur- 
ing the deer-hunting season 
only) with the aid of bait. 

The Alabama Department 
of Conservation and Natural 
Resources (ADCNR) is is- 
suing the new license ($15 
for resident individual 
hunters and $51 for non-res- 
idents) through any outlet 
that sells hunting licenses 
and online at www.outdoor- 
alabama.com. 

Hunters who want to thin 
the destructive hog herd 
right now can purchase the 
license, but be aware that li- 
cense will expire on Aug. 
31. If you wish to hunt hogs 
or deer with the aid of bait 
during the 2019-2020 hunt- 
ing seasons, you will need 
to purchase a new bait priv- 
ilege license when it be- 
comes available in late 
August. 

The bait privilege license 
applies to’ everybody who 
hunts those species with the 
aid of bait with no excep- 
tions. That means hunters 
65 years old and older and 
hunters under 16 must have 
a valid bait license when 
hunting with the aid of bait. 
That also includes people 
hunting on their own prop- 
erty and lifetime license 
holders. 

Plus, each hunter must 
have his/her own bait privi- 
lege license to hunt with the 
aid of bait. 

Also understand that bait- 
ing any wildlife — including 
white-tailed deer and feral 
pigs — on public lands re- 
mains illegal. 

Sen. Jack Williams, R- 
Wilmer, who has been deal- 
ing with the destructive 
feral hogs for years, spon- 
sored the Senate bill. This 
was the fourth year Wil- 
liams had submitted similar 
legislation, 

“The biggest thing in my 
area is the hogs are tearing 
your property up,” said Wil- 
liams, who farms and oper- 
ates a plant nursery in 
Mobile County. “I’m over- 
run with them in my area. 

“T killed one Easter morn- 
ing off my porch, in my 
back yard. They were root- 
ing my driveway up. We're 
doing everything we can to 
kill them. We have more op- 
portunities to kill them dur- 
ing deer season than any

other time.” 

Williams drew a parallel 
with how some natural 
wildlife forage can also 
congregate animals in tight 
spaces. 

“In my viewpoint, there is 
not any difference between 
a group of deer eating the 
corn spread out or in a 
trough and white-oak 
acorns with all the deer up 
under that tree,” he said. 
“We've fed for years, and I 
think most people who are 
trying to grow any deer 
have too. We haven't had 
any problems with it at all.” 

Included in the law is a 
provision that ADCNR can 
suspend the use of the bait 
privilege license on a 
county, regional or state- 
wide basis to prevent the 
spread of diseases, like 
chronic wasting disease 
(CWD), among wildlife. 

Williams said he’s re- 
ceived significant feedback 
on his Facebook page about 
the bill, and the majority of 
responses have been posi- 
tive. 

“The polling we had be- 
fore it was passed was about 
84% in favor,” he said. 
“And it’s a choice. If you 
don’t want to bait, you don’t 
have to. If you own prop- 
erty, you can put in your 
lease that hunters can’t use 
bait. This is not being 
forced on you. It’s up to you 
if you do it or not.” 

Williams thinks the use of 
bait illegally has been a 
common occurrence in Ala- 
bama in the past. 

“People have been feed- 
ing anyway,” he said. “This 
is just making a lot of 
people legal. That’s the way 
I see it. 

“T don’t see it helping the 
people who grow corn. I 
know every feed store 
around here that sells it, and 
they can’t get it in fast 
enough during hunting sea- 
son. It’s not going to make 
the price of corn go up. That 
will be market price.” 

Williams also mentioned, 
for those who choose not to 
hunt with the aid of bait, the 
Area Definition Regulation 
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5 Rotisserie-Style Chichen 
6 Steak & Cheese 
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remains in effect. The Area 
Definition Regulation al- 
lows for supplemental feed- 
ing as long as the feed is 
more than 100 yards away 
and out of the line of sight 
of the hunter because of nat- 
ural vegetation or naturally 
occurring terrain features. 

Conservation Commis- 
sioner Chris Blankenship 
said this was not a Depart- 
ment-sponsored bill, but the 
Department did work with 
Senator Williams to include 
the provisions that help pre- 
vent the spread of disease. 

“We wanted it to be clear 
in the bill that the Conserva- 
tion Commissioner had the 
authority to suspend the 
baiting privilege if CWD or 
some other disease was de- 
tected,” Blankenship said. 
“It also says the Commis- 
sioner can suspend the feed- 
ing of wild game in areas 
where CWD or other dis- 
ease might be present. 

“This gives us some abil- 
ities to ensure that we can 
protect the deer herd in the 
case of a disease outbreak in 
our state.” 

Blankenship said there 
has been much discussion 
regarding the bill. 

“People like that this bill 
makes it clear that if they 
want to hunt with aid of 
bait, they can, like they do 
in Georgia and other states,” 
he said. “I’ve also got some 
calls from people who are 
unhappy, who don’t think 
it’s a way that you should 
hunt.” 

Blankenship _ reiterated 
what Senator Williams said 
about choice to participate 
or not. 

“This is not a requirement 
that people hunt over bait,” 
he said. “It’s a tool that 
people can use if that is 
what they prefer. Somebody 
who is totally opposed to 
that type of hunting can 
hunt the way they always 
have. This is just an op- 
tion.” 

Like Williams and my 
friend, Blankenship expects 
significant _ participation 
from people who are deal- 
ing with feral pigs.

“This may help us 
throughout the whole year 
to better help control the 
population of feral hogs,” 
the Commissioner said. 

Blankenship said the Ala- 
bama Wildlife and Fresh- 
water Fisheries (WFF) 
Division will continue to 
closely monitor the white- 
tailed deer herd and any 
harvest rate trends that 
might be associated with th 
use of bait. : 

“The Department will 
make sure this is not a det- 
riment to the wildlife and 
that we have a healthy deer 
population in our state,” he 
said. “This is just another 
factor we will examine as 
we look at the health of the 
deer population. With the 
three-buck limit and other 
seasons and bag limits, we 
think our deer population 
will be fine.” 

Revenue from sale of the 
new bait privilege license 
will be eligible for federal 
matching funds to support 
conservation efforts in the 
state. That revenue is deter- 
mined, in part, by the 
number of licenses sold. 
Exempt hunters who buy a 
bait privilege license but 
don’t buy a hunting license 
will be eligible to be 
counted for federal match- 
ing funds. 

Blankenship said he 
doesn’t have a projection 
about the amount of reve- 
nue the bait privilege li- 
censes will produce. 

“We really don’t know 
right now,” he said. “After 
the first season, we'll have 
a lot better idea.”

Tommy Grimes, a vol- 
unteer at the food bank, said 
the relationship between the 
Giving Garden and the 
Food Bank has been benefi- 
cial for everyone involved. 

“It was just a natural 
thing that the two of us 
would come together,” he 
said. “Nutrition-wise, it is 
probably 20 percent of what 
we give out.” 

According to Cooper, that 
20 percent is very important 
because Elba is on a “food 
desert.” 

“With food stamps or the 
Women, Infants, and Chil- 
dren program, you get $15 
worth of fresh vegetables 
per voucher, and that’s 
really not enough,” Cooper 
said. “Usually, you’re going 
to get a lot of just processed 
food.” 

Outside of its direct mate- 
rial benefit, Cooper also 
said there is a connection 
between agriculture and the 
people of Elba. 

“There is something 
about this area, the people 
have always had ties to 
farming, and they really like 
to the see the new genera- 
tion getting involved in that 
because they don’t see that 
a lot,” Cooper said. “When 
you’ve got people our age 
asking: ‘Hey, can you spon- 
sor a bed?’ it is exciting to 
them.”

Sheriff addresses traffic concerns 
for Coffee County Road 427 during

During the Coffee County 
Commission meeting held 
Monday morning, June 10, 
Coffee County Sheriff Dave 
Sutton addressed commis- 
sioners regarding a traffic 
problem that seems to be 
getting worse for Coffee 
County Road 427, 

Sheriff Sutton said navi- 
gation systems appear to be 
routing a large portion of 
beach-going traffic through 
County Road 427 in the 
Basin community of Coffee 
County, and much of that 
traffic appears to be ignor- 
ing the speed limit for the 
county road. The sheriff said 
this creates a dangerous 
traveling scenario for local 
residents in that area. 

During the recent Memo- 
rial Day holiday weekend 
time period [May 23 — May 
27], Sutton said the sheriff’s 
department set up a traffic 
monitoring system on that 
county road. During which 
time, he said 4,490 vehicles 
traveled on the road, mostly 

_heading south. 

“That is a lot of south- 
bound traffic on this county 
road in just a five-day 
period,” Suttons said. 

The posted speed limit for 
the county road is 45 miles 
per hour. Sutton said the 
highest speed recorded dur- 
ing the timeframe was 83 


as travelling above the 
posted speed limit. 

Sheriff Sutton noted there 
also seems to be a big issue 
with motorists running the 
stop sign at the County 
Road 427 and Alabama 
Highway 189 intersection. 
Again, creating a traffic 
hazard in the area. 

Sheriff Sutton encouraged 
local motorists that travel in 
the County Road 427 area to 
use extreme caution and be 
aware of highly increased 
traffic due to the ‘beach- 
goers.” 

He said the sheriff’s de- 
partment and other law en- 
forcement are working to 
try and combat some of the 
issues this is creating, and 
that they would continue to 
do so. However, he stressed 
that it is also important for 
locals to be careful in that 
area and watch out for the 
traffic that may not be obey- 
ing the traffic laws.

Elba’s Dennis Smith chosen to be inducted into 
Wiregrass Sports Hall of Fame later this month

Dennis Smith, an Elba 
native, will be inducted into 
the Wiregrass Sports Hall of 
Fame on June 29 at the 
Wiregrass Rehabilitation 
Center. 

Smith played football, 
baseball and ran track at 
Elba High School from 
1968 through 1971. He then 
played collegiate football at 
Clemson University from 
1971 to 1976. 

During his time at Elba 
High, he started on the foot- 
ball team for three consecu- 
tive years and was named 
All-SAC (South Alabama 
Conference) his junior and 
senior years. With 855 yards 
during the regular season, 
Smith led the SAC in rush- 
ing yards and scoring dur- 
ing his senior year. He was 
also named the Offensive 
Player of the Game during 
the Liberty Bowl against 
Dora that year. 

After graduation, Smith 
attended Clemson Univer- 
sity. He played on Clem- 
son’s Freshman Team as a 
wide receiver before being 
moved to the defensive sec- 
ondary as a sophomore. He 
was redshirted later that 
year because of a shoulder 
injury. 

Then, after recovering 
from his injury, Smith found 
himself as a backup safety 
for another player, Peanut 
Martin. 

“T finally got an opportu- 
nity to play after a guy 
broke his ankle in front of 
me,” Smith said in an inter- 
view with The Dothan 
Eagle. 

Martin’s injury was dur- 
ing Clemson’s second game 
that year, which meant that 
Smith only got to play in 
nine out of ten games. Ho- 
wever, he still led the ACC 
in interceptions that year 
with a total of six. 

“Dennis was just amaz- 
ing,” said Clemson defen- 
sive backfield coach Joe 
Burson in 1974. “He simply 
learned to play the game 
himself after being changed 
from receiver after his 
freshman year and he is 
something. To say that he 
had a great year would be 
an understatement.” 

Not only did he lead the 
ACC in interceptions that 
year, he was also named 
Defensive Player of the 
Week twice: against Geor- 
gia Tech and North Carolina 

Despite Smith’s success 
on the football field, he re- 
ceived little attention in the 
wider sports press. 

In his interview with The 
Dothan Eagle, Smith said, 
“They didn’t even put my

picture in the paper there.” 

An article in the Southern 
Football Pre-Season Edition 
of 1975 said that, “Dennis 
Smith led the ACC in inter- 
ceptions (six) last year, but 
he probably has the lowest 
profile of any star in the 
league.” 

The article went on to de- 
scribe him as “a medium- 
sized lad 6-0 (six feet tall) 
and 170 pounds, but one of 
those gutty individuals that 
can make coaches like Red 
Parker look mighty good.” 

In 1975, when Peanut 
Martin returned from his in- 
jury, Smith was moved over 
to strong safety and named 
to the South Carolina All- 
State Football Team. That 
also was the year he was 
given the nickname “Deer 
Dog,” for his love of the 
outdoors and for using dogs 
to track deer. 

Smith graduated from 
Clemson in 1976 and re- 
turned to the wiregrass as 
the recreational director for 
the city of Opp. While there, 
he coordinated all forms of 
recreation for the city in- 


cluding boys’ baseball 
leagues, men’s/women’s 
softball and pool operations. 


Then, in 1980, Dennis 
came back to his hometown 
to work as the recreational 
director for Elba. Notably, 
he helped the city procure a 
grant for the construction of 
Hawkins-Williams Park and 
coached several youth 


sports teams. 

He worked for the city of 
Elba until the early 1990s, 
at which point he decided to 
pursue his dream of being a 
full-time farmer. 

Smith is married to Jan 
Young Smith, his high 
school sweetheart, and they 
have two dauthers and two 
grandchildren. 

Daughter DeAnn is a 
graduate of biosystems 
engineering from Auburn 
University and is married to 
Neil Grantham. They have 
a five-year daughter, Par- 
rish, and reside in Elba. 

Daughter Alison s a grad- 
uate of the College of Busi- 
ness from Troy University 
and is married to Zach 
Bradley. They have a two- 
year-old son, Asher, and re- 
side in Troy, Ala. 

Dennis and Jan reside on 
a farm in north Elba. From 
his farm, Smith said he en- 
joys watching coach Dabo 
Swinney lead the Clemson 
Tigers to National Cham- 
pionships. 

This year is the 27th 
Wiregrass Sports Hall of 
Fame induction, and Smith 
is one of six people being 
inducted this year. The cer- 
emony will be at 7 p.m. on 
June 29, at the Wiregrass 
Rehabilitation Center.
